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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


This Bill is intended to take the place of the Bill which was introduced in the Legisla 
tive Agembly on tho 1st March , 1921 , and was withdrawn with the leave of the Assembly on 
the 25th January , 1922 . The object of that Bill was to provido noro efectivo ince of 
meating the great evil arieing froin tho institution of frandulent and dishonest suite by 
empowering Courts to award compensatory costs in fraudulent guits . The Bill was circulated 
for the purpose of eligting opinions, and along with the opinions received , was referred to u 
Committee consisting of Members of the Council of State and the Legislative Assembly 
appointed by the Governor General in Council. The Committee was of the opinion that the 
summary procedure proposed by the Bill was likely to prove far moro of a deterrent than the 
fear of a prosecutiin for perjury in the remote future. They considered , however, that the 
Boope of the Bill should be extended in certain respecta, 

The detailed recommendations of the Committee wore was follows : 


" 1. - Limilation of amount to be awarded . 


" It was agreed that the amount to be awarded should not exceed the pecuniary limits of 
the jurisdiction of the Court or Rs. 1 ,000 , wbichever ja leeg , with the following special provi 
Bions regarding Courts exercising Small Caute Couit powers , namely , a inarimum of Rs. 250 for 
a Munsiff und Rs 500 for a subordinato Judye ; a provision to be added that these maxima 
are to be subject to rules inade by the High Court 80 49 to enable High Courts to limit the 
amount awardable hy certain classes of Coarta, C.9 , the lower grade Courts of Munsiffs with

" In connetion with thio, it was incidentally decided that provision should be made for 
reasons to be recorded in writing whenever an order is made awarding compensatory costs . 
It was also agreed that there should be an appeal in every caga, except that (a ) there sbould be 
no appeal against an order iefusing duonges oragainst the absence of any order , and mb) there 
should be no appeal by way of cross appeal or otherwise asking for an increase of the amount 
awarded . It was agreed that in no caso should there be a second appeal.

“ Though the Committee was not entirely uoanimous on the point, it was agreed that 
provision should be madu also for the award of damages to the plaintiff where a fulse defence 
was set up by the defendant.

" It was pointed out that the evil existed to a larger extent in execution proceedings than 
in original suits,and it was unanimously decided that the provisions of the Bill should apply 
to fulbe claims put forward in support of execution proceedings us well as to false objections.

- Toxatious suits. 


“ The opinion was generally held that the provisions of the Bill should apply to suits, 
eto ., which are both false and vexatioue. The matter was left to be examined by the 
draftsmen . 


" TI - Operation of the Bill. 


" It was agreed that the Bill obould only come into operation in such aro 18 as might be 
notified by the Local Government, with the sanction of the Governor General in Council . It 
way suggested that the power to extend the operation might cover the whole or any specified 
portion of the Bill." 

The present Bill has been prepared in order to carry out the recommendations of the 
Committee .

This will 
not affect the dignity or status of any ( lags of lawyers , or in any way affect the administration 
of justice . Ao the mukblars have to pass a fairly good test and have to renew their licence every 
yeur, which depende upon their professional good conduct , it is unnecessary to retain the 
disability under which they at present suffer,

Modern opinion is in favour of anylims being regarded as hospitals for the treatment 
of mental canes, and not as homes in which lunatics can be interned and restrained , and in the 
present condition of asylums in India , it is , therefore, considered desirable that the carative 
treatment which should be available in these institutions should be empbagised . It is , however, 
necesary to retain the word " asylum " in the Act, beoause of its 18e in other legislation ; but 
by making the definition cover not only an institution designated as an “ asylum , but also 
one designated as a " mental hospital " , it will be possible for LocalGovernments to cause 
their institutions to be styled eitber by the one nume or by the other , or by a combination 
of the two . The proposed amendments in clauses 3 and 4 of the Bill are consequential to this 
proposal. 

3. Under the Reform Scheme the maintenance in an asylum of ope province of a lupatio 
belonging to another province should be regarded aß a service rendered by the former province 
to the latter , for whioh payment should be made under Devolution Rule 14 (e) . 

It is probable that great increases in the number of lanatics go maintained in agglam of 
provinces to which they do not belong will follow from the gabstitution of large central 
Asyloms for small district asylums, and it is considered that apon the adoption of this policy 
any gubætantial improvement in tbe condition of asylums in India must largely depend . 
The Bill, therefore , proposes that, so far as lunatics domiciled in India are concerned , in any 
Cage in which the cost of maintenance will fall upon a Local Government, the Local Govern 
ment to meet the cost Ahall be the Local Government of the province in which the lunatıę lias 
Jast rosided for a period of five years If there is no such Local Government then , the cost would 
fall upon the Local Government of the province from whicb the lunitio was sent to the 
asylum In order to cover the ope of central asylumas postablished to meet the n - eds of indie 
than one province , it is further provided that the cost of maintenance any include charges 
on account of the capital cost of the establislıment of the asylom .
